Texas Gasoline 
Prices Best 


HOUSTON (AP) — Texas, Arkansas, 


Oklahoma, Louisiana and New Mexico have the 
lowest gasoline prices in the nation, an 
American Automobile Association survey 
shows. 


The AAA survey, prepared here, shows 


motorists in the five-state area are paying an 
average of 53 cents per gallon for regular and 
57 cents for premium grade casoline. 


Highest prices in the nation, the survey 


shows, are in California, Arizona and Nevada, 
where prices range from 57 cents for regular to 
61 cents for premium. 


New York and New Jersey and the Great 


Lakes states are next highest at 57 cents for 
regular and 60 cents for premium. 


Gasoline prices are averaging 55 cents for 


. regular and 59 cents for premium in the Mid- 
Atlantic states, the survey found. In the Mid- 
west and Mountain states, it's 55 cents for 
regular and 58 cents for premium. 


After the Southwestern states, the Pacific 


Northwest has the next lowest with regular 
averaging 54 cents and premium 58. 


The AAA survey indicated only one per cent 


of the stations on a nationwide basis are out of 
fuel and only two per cent are limiting pur- 
chases. Forty per cent are open Sundays. 


Service stations in Colorado, Montana, North 


Dakota, Utah and Wyoming are reporting the 
best supplies, the survey found, and the New 
England states have the most limited supplies. 
Court Overturns 
Roloff Ruling 


AUSTIN (AP) — The Texas Supreme Court 


ruled today that radio evangelist Lester Roloff 
did not have to get state licenses to operate 
child care facilities because he did not house 
more than six children under the age of 16. 


Roloff was fined $5,040 and sentenced to five 


days in jail by a trial court judge in Corpus 
Christi for failure to obtain licenses for his 
homes. 


Roloff made several public statements about 


the holiness of his fight, but his lawyer's only 
reference to that in arguments before the high 
court March 20 was to say, "This is not a 
religious fight." 


On Aug. 3, Roloff agreed to get licenses for 


the homes. In exchange for that agreement, the 
state said it would not require immediate 
compliance with the law and it also said it 
would not present in open court what it called 
evidence of child abuse. 


But the law requiring such licenses contains 


no definition of the word "children." The li- 
censing agency, the Department of Public 
Welfare, interpreted it for many years to mean 
children up to the age of 16. 


Atty. Gen. John Hill issued an opinion Oct. 14 


saying that was wrong, that it applied to 
children up to 18. 


It was this attorney general's opinion that 


today's Supreme Court decision in effect over- 
turned. 


Roloff later contended the licensing law was 


unconstitutional as. -it....applies..io.^.religious 
homes. He told a rally in Austin in March the 
state should spend its time catching "immoral, 
filthy, nasty" streakers instead of forcing him 
to close his homes. 


Roloff spent only one night in jail before his 


lawyer got him freed on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, which was appealed to the high court. 


Roloff was in Greenville, S.C., when the high 


court's opinion was handed down. He accepted 
a special award "for defending the Scriptures" 
at commencement exercises being held at Bob 
Jones University. He was expected to return to 
Corpus Christi Thursday. 
Former Viet Prisoner 
Arrested for Extortion 


HUNTINGDON BEACH, Calif. (AP) - A 


mysterious civilian who rushed to kiss the 
American flag after he was freed by the North 
Vietnamese along with other American pris- 
oners of war, has been arrested in a $250,000 
extortion plot involving a missing American 
diplomat, the FBI announced. 


William Sullivan, assistant director in charge 


of the FBI office here, said Bobby Joe Keesee 
was arrested at his home in this Southern 
California beach resort and jailed in nearby 
Santa Aana pending $100,000 bail. 


Sullivan said Tuesday Keesee was arrested 


on a federal warrant issued last Friday. The 
warrant accused him of being responsible for a 
letter sent to the U.S. consulate in Hermosillo, 
Mexico, demanding $250,000 for the return of 
vice consul John Patterson. 


Patterson is believed to have been kidnaped 


from his Hermosillo post March 22. He is still 
missing. 


Keesee was released March 15, 1973 by the 


North Vietnamese who imprisoned him after he 
landed on a beach in North Vietnam in a 
hijacked Cambodian charter plane. 


Keesee was in the headlines a decade earlier 


when he left Ft. Huachuca, Ariz., on furlough 
and turned up later in a rented airplane in Cuba 
where he sought political asylum. 
Nuclear Mishaps 
Not Uncommon 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Atomic Energy 


Commission says the nation's power industry 
last year reported 861 abnormal occurrences at . 
nuclear generating plants. 


In a summmary of the data released 


Tuesday, the AEC said the incidents included a 
few involving significant property damage at 
two plants and release into the atmosphere of 
radioactive material from two other sites. 


However, the agency said only one nuclear 


plant employe was injured and none of the re- 
ported incidents posed any threat to the 
public's health and safety. 


Of the 861 abnormal occurrences, 472 were 


Considered insignificant in terms of damage or 
safety hazards, 371 were rated as potentially 
significant. 


Eighteen of the incidents were called directly 


significant — 12 resulting in release of ra- 
dioactivity offsite. But according to the AEC, 
"none of the 12 involved the release of amounts 
of radioactivity above permissible limits."

Rice School Warned by TEA 
On Accreditation Standards

RICE—A Texas Education 


Agency accreditation report on 
the Rice School System is 
critical of the school building, 
science program and library 
facilities, and points out the 
community apparently "did not 
have a long-range financial plan 
in operation which would ensure 
adequate support for the total 
educational program." 


The accreditation report- 


made available to The Daily 
Sun by Rice School Principal _J «Tne-snop equipment 
Carl P. Cope-concludes by 
sisted primarily of an 


stating, "It is recommended 
that the Rice Common School 
District be warned of serious 
violations

The report was submitted to 


the Rice school May 3 by H.E. 
Phillips, 
director 
of TEA's 


Division 
of

Accreditation. The school was 
visited April 26 by the ac- 
creditation 
team

Stewart and Betty Guimarin. 


THE TEA report criticizes 


the 
Rice 
School building, 


stating, 
"The 
general 
ap- 


pearance 
of 
the 
two-story 


building indicated that it was 
obsolete and had seemingly 
deteriorated beyond the point of 
economically 
feasible 


remodeling or refurbishing." 


TEA did acknowledge that the 


district has made an effort to 
improve the facility. "It was 
apparent the district had at- 
tempted to brighten the overall 
atmosphere by painting several 
classroom walls, and by means 
of a mural on the front entrance 
to the school/' the TEA report 
states. 
"Nonetheless, 
the 


building did not appear to meet 
the needs of the community's 
educational program." 


OTHER CRITICISMS of the 


building by TEA are that, 
"Instructional 
areas 
were 


difficult to heat and ventilate, 
rooms 
were 
insufficiently 


lighted and lacked adequate 
storage 
facilities, 
several 


chalkboards were chipped and 
generally inadequate for use, 
wooden floors in the auditorium 
(second floor) needed rein- 
forcing 
in 
several 
places, 


several interior walls were 
cracking, and plaster 
was 


peeling from several walls." 


TEA's 
report 
states, 


"Although the exact age of the 
building was not known, it was 
reported to have been built 
around 1895." 


Concerning 
the 
school's 


science program, the report 
states, "Science was not being 
taught 
by 
the 
laboratory 


method; the school did not 
provide sufficient laboratory 
equipment or supplies. A single 
teacher demonstration table 
was available, plus a very 
limited amount of chemicals, 
glassware, and microscopes. 


"The science room was also 


located in the back of the 
gymnasium where noise from 
physical 
education 
activity 


could easily be heard," the 
report adds. 


ON THE positive side, TEA 


noted, "The room did contain 
excellent 
teacher-student 


projects such as an aquarium, 
growing 
plants, 
snakeskin 


displays, rocks and minerals." 


The report describes Rice 


Schools' shop class as being 
"housed in a very old wooden 
structure in back of the main 
physical plant." On the day the 
accreditation team visited the 
school, the shop class was 
"primarily being used for a 
storeroom as evidenced by 
many empty oil drums, a small 
trailer being decorated as a 
float for a parade, old desks, 
and other unused furniture.

welder, table saw, and drills. It 
was apparent that equipment 
and facilities for shop in- 
struction were not adequate for 
the program 
offered," the 


report states. 


REPORTING on the Rice 


School's library, the TEA ac- 
creditation team found, "The 
physical condition of the room 
did not provide an atmosphere 
conducive to good learning. 
Walls needed painting, lighting 
was 
not 
ample 
for 
close 


reading, and book shelves were 
old and in need of paint and 
reinforcement. 


"While there were sufficient 


numbers of books, periodicals, 
and newspapers available for 
student use," the report con- 
tinues, "many of the books 
observed on the shejves and in 
the classrooms were out-of- 
adoption textbooks." 


At the time the school was 


examined, "it appeared that a 
planned Instructional Media 
Program was not in operation," 
TEA'S report states. 
"The 


majority of the teachers had not 
regularly included educational 
media in their instructional 
program." 


WHILE acknowledging local 


curriculum guides developed in 
the spring of 1974 by the staff 
with 
assistance 
from 
the 


county-cooperative supervisor, 
TEA found, "In several in- 
...statices,-teacher daily planning 


did not appear to be based on 
the curriculum design's ob- 
jectives." 


TEA . also 
reports, 
"The 


district did not maintain a 
realistic and workable program 
of 
guidance services." No 


counselor is being used in the 
district, although achievement 
tests are conducted yearly by 
the 
county-cooperative 


supervisor. 


Regarding the teaching staff 


at the Rice School, TEA found 
professional 
personnel were 


"properly prepared for the 
teaching assignment, or had the 
appropriate permit on file." 


A professional staff of six plus 


one aid are employed to serve 
the 145 students in the school's 
kindergarten 
through 
ninth 


grades. A number of part-time 
county-cooperative 
(shared 


with other schools) aides are 
used several days each month.

another," Cope said. 


MOUNTING problems in the 


Rice school and the lack of 
funds to combat them has 
prompted 
the 
Rice 
School 


Board to call a special meeting 
for June 3 in order to hear and 
discuss ideas concerning the 
future of the school. 


All persons concerned with 


the Rice School are urged to 
attend, according to Cope. The 
meeting will be held at 7:30 p.m. 
in the school auditorium. 


"Right now, we're looking for 


ideas, 
information 
and 


possibilities," Cope said. 


THIS YEAR'S accreditation 


visit by TEA is the first one at 
the Rice School since 1955, 
according to Cope. He indicated 
an earlier review might have 
prevented some of the school's 
current problems. 


While TEA has 
not yet 


presented 
Rice 
with 
an 


ultimatum, Cope indicated the 
school is destined to lose its 
accreditation if improvements 
are not made. 


Rice is a "common" school 


district, Cope explained. 


THE SCHOOL presently has a 


bonded debt of $97,000, accrued 
from construction of an $85,000 
gymnasium in 1972, plus $13,000 
alloted 
for 
building 
im- 


provements and supplies. This 
amount is nearly 10 per cent of 
the 
school 
district's 
total 


assessed valuation of $1,062,988, 
representing 25 per cent of the 
actual value. By law, the tax 
cannot be raised above 10 per 
cent of the school district's total 
valuation, according to Cope. 


Cope said the Rice School 


trustees could annex to another 
school district, but he believes 
Rice residents want to hold onto 
the local system. "I'm sure that 
will not be even considered," 
Cope said. 


Cope, who has been principal 


of Rice School for two years, 
explained the school cannot 
become an independent district, 
because the district doesn't 
meet state requirements calling 
for an area of 83 square miles 
and 
an 
assessed 
property 


evaluation of not less than $3 
million. 


COPE SAID any accredited 


school district maintaining 12 
grades can form an independent 
district but, since 1956, the Rice 
school has maintained only 
kindergarten 
through 
ninth 


grade. And next year ninth 
grade students in Rice will 
transfer to Blooming Grove, 
where Rice students of grades 
10-12 already attend. Cope said 
the transfer will keep the ninth 
grade students from missing 
one year of band, football and 
other activities available at 
Blooming Grove High School.

Managers of Lone Star Gas 


Co. and Texas Power & Light 
Co. say there was no significant 
decreases 
in 
power con- 


sumption because of energy 
conservation methods during 
the winter months of 1973-74 as 
compared to the winter of 1972- 
73. 


Gas consumption for 
the 


winter 
months—November 


through March—was 26 per cent 
lower in 
1973-74 
than 
the 


previous winter, according to 
Tom Boyd, Lone Star Gas Co. 
manager. "The consumption 
was lower but we also had 26 per 
cent 
less 
heating 
weather 


because of the milder winter." 


Electricity use for the Cor- 


sicana area increased by 13 per 
cent more Kilowatt hours. 
However, 
the 
number 
of 


customers increased by 476, 
according to Embry Ferguson, 
TP&L district manager. 


Ferguson said, "We had an 


overall increase but we also had 
decreases in some of the winter 
months and the figure changes 
were so erratic that I can't 
really pinpoint any decreases to 
energy conservation methods." 
He said the length of the days, 
added eating locations and 
varying industrial usage, have 
a lot to do with how much 
electricity will be used. 


Ferguson said, in spite of the 


increase, that he felt that people 
were doing their best to cut 
down on electricity and save on 
the amount of fuel being used. 
He 
noted 
decreases 
in 


residential usage except in 
March which had an increase of 
1.70 per cent. A December 
comparison for both winters 
shows a 9.18 decrease. 


Boyd said gas consumption 


figures were "lower all along 


. the line" during the winter 


period 
in 
residential 
and 


commercial usage but had one 
increase in the industrial usage. 
He said in industrial sales, 
figures for January 1974 stand 
at 142,717,000 cubic feet and in 
1973 the figures were 138,538,000 
cubic feet. He said industrial 
sales therefore showed only a 


five per cent decrease 
as 


compared to the 26 per cent 
decrease in residential and 24 
per cent decrease in com- 
mercial usage. 


In electricity, the largest 


increase of kilowatt hours was 
in December of 1974. Although 
Ferguson pointed out that there 
had been a milder 
winter, 


December figures in industrial 
sales showed a jump of 22.19 
more kilowatt hours and a .20 
per cent increase in February. 
Commercial sales had an in- 
crease of 7.17 per cent in 
December and a 9.55 per cent 
increase in April. • 


Power consumption for in- 


dustrial usage was higher for 
both utilities but according to 
Boyd and Ferguson, does not 
indicate more industry has 
moved 
into 
the 
Corsicana 


district. 


Total gas consumption for the 


1973-74 winter months was 
1,119,877 cubic feet as compared 
to 1,297,955 cubic feet in 1972-73. 
Total electric usage in 1973-74 
was 115,528,872 kilowatt hours 
and 114,634, 382 kilowatt hours 
in 1973-73.

County Review

the firm will do will deal with the allegations which District 
Judge Don Nicholson listed in a paid advertisement in the 
spring recommending an audit of county records. 


The review is expected to cost about $5,500 to $6,000. 
In the contract approved Thursday, the accounting firm is 


authorized to contact the county attorney and to cooperate 
with him in any action that he may initiate if the review 
should disclose "any significant irregularities." 


Under the contract, the firm will give the commissioner's 


court 15 copies of its report, including any recommendations 
the firm makes.

Talking About 
Social Security 


Interupted social security or supplemental security income 


(SSI) payments because of failure to report a change of address 
continues to create hardships for people eligible to receive 
either or both kinds of checks. David Helmer, manager of the 
Corsicana Social Security Office, said the person should im- 
mediately notify his post office, but he should also notify the 
social security office by letter, phone, or in person. 


Helmer pointed out that failure to include the claim number 


on the notice to social security office will cause delay in getting 
checks corni.ng to the new address. Everyone who receives a 
social security green check or an SSI gold colored check should 
tell the social security office his claim number when he moves. 


For an SSI check, this number is always, the person's own 


social security card number. For someone receiving social 
security checks, however, the claim number may be his own or 
that of some other person (such as husband, wife, or parent) on 
whose work record the payments are being made. 


Social security claim numbers always have an alphabetical 


letter, such as A, B, D, or E, at the end. This letter is important 
because it designates the kind of payment being made- 
retirement, disability, widow's, wife's, etc. 


In Corsicana, the change of address may be reported by 


calling 874-8206.

Senate Still Plans Tax Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 


ale Democrats 
are 
moving 


ahead with plans for a $6.6 bil- 
lion personal income tax cut in 
the face of new warnings from 
President Nixon that the action 
could fuel more inflation. 


Senate leaders said the tax 


cut proposal would be called up 
soon for floor debate and pre- 
dicted that it would pass their 
branch. Whether the House will 
go along is unclear. 


The President's views were 


transmitted to the Capitol in a 
special report, of his Council of 
Economic Advisers which said 
a recession is much less likely 


now. 


It estimated the inflation rate 


would drop to about 7 per cent 


by the last quarter of 1974. The 
rate was 12.1 per cent in the 
first three months of this year, 
Hie highest since 1951 during 
the Korean War. 


However, Sen. William Prox- 


mire, D-Wis., vice chairman of 


I he 
Senate-House Economic 


Committee, told a newsman 
"there is no anti-inflation pro- 
gram at all in this report. 


"In his current budget, the 


President recommended one of 
the biggest spending increases 
in history, yet his report, talks 
about fiscal restraint," he said. 


Proxmire cited as "positively 


harmful" the proposal in the 
report, to deregulate natural 
gas, asserting this would mean 
further sharp increases in utili- 


ty bills to consumers. 


Nixon said in the report "we 


must avoid the temptation of 
tax 
reduction 
without 
ex- 


penditure reduction," but did 
not recommend any specific 
government spending cuts. 


However, the leading Senate 


tax cut advocates contend that 
this is the way to restore some 
of the consumer buying power 
lost because of irreversible in- 
creases in the price of oil and 
products r...iufacturecl 
with 


large inputs of energy. 


The proposal advanced by 


Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., Walter F. Mondale, D- 
Minn., Russell B. Long, D-La., 
and Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., would give taxpapers a 


choice of an $825 personal ex- 
emption or a $190 tax credit. 
The present exemption is $750. 


The council said industrial 


production should increase at a 
4 per cent annual rate after 
mid-year. But the report also 
said unemployment may rise lo 
between 5.5 per cent and 6 per 
cent by the end of the year. 
The rate was 5 per cent in 
April.

Foundation under the founda- 
tion's program of research ap- 
plied to national needs. It will 
be used by the state Energy 
Advisory Council, a 34-member 
group trying to draw up a state 
energy policy that represents 
both public and private sectors.

from Patricia Evans Smith, 32.

Johnson, an agent for the Fed- 
eral Alcohol, Tax and Firearms 
Administration, was working on 
a case involving the sale of ille- 
gal machine guns.
